LEON THE Tmiiu, cs-Eiuperor of France, 
died, aj;ed sixty-four ycarc, heading the list 
of distinguished dead for tbe New Year.— 
The tenor of the bulletins from bis 'medi- 
cal attendant?, for the past few days, 
was 


not calculated io indicate his decease so 
imminent, and the news of his death crea- 
ted surpitse in this c'umtiy simultaneously 
with near by Lundon. 
With our limited 


space we cannot attempt a lengthy obitua- 
ry, bill only devote cur calamus to a brief 
summary of a life so notable in influence 
among the rulers of tbe leading nations of 
the world, and in vicissitudes most wonder- 
ful to contemplate. 


lie was born in Paris, on the 20th of 


April. 1SOS, and consequently would 
have 


been sixty-five years of age had he lived till 
that April dale of Ihe present year. 
He 


was tbe son of Louis Bonaparte, the young- 
est brother of Napoleon T. but Jerome, and 
of Hortcnse BBuiharnais, daughter of the 
Empress Josephine by her first husband.— 
At tbe time of his birth, his parents were 
King and Qiieeen of Holland. 
The French 


Empire was then at its height ; but six 
years later saw Napoleon L on his way lo 
Elba. 
After Ibis reverse of fortune to 
tho 


uncle, Louis Napoleon's youth was passed 
in Germany, Switzerland, and Italy, his 
education being superintended by his moth- 
er. 
The Bonaparte family were set in 


motion by tbe revolution of 1800, and Louis 
and aa elder broluer joined the Italian rev- 
olutionists and showed some talent; but 
the brother died and Louis fled lo France, 
landing at Cannes, the very place at which 
his uncle landed in 1815. llo asked to 
serve in the French army, 
but Louis 


Phillippc would not comply nnd tho appli- 
cant wont to Switzerland, an exile with his 
mother. 
Here be became a citizen and 


served in the army.

LOCAL ATIAIRS. 


The death of the Duke of Reichstadt, 


(Napoleon II.) in 1882, made him heir to 
Napoleon I. 
He became convinced he hsd 


a mission, and set himself at work iu writing 
two or three political works and making 
his first effort for his right to the Ibrono In 
France by the so-called "Insurrection of 
(Strasbourg" Oct. 10th 183G. 
Ho became a 


prisoner, was sent to America, but returned 
ia consequence of his mother's deatb, Oct. 
£!h 1837. 
Ho left Switzerland, Uking up 


his residence in England. 
In 1840 ho made 


another insurrectionary attempt in France 
at Boulogne, was arrested, tried, and sen- 
tenced to perpetual imprisonment. 
In M»y 


18-1C, ho affected an escape, and disguised 
us a laborer arrived once more In England. 
Two months after his cscf.pa his father died 
at Leghorn. 
Nearly two years then passed 


in a life of pleasure and hope, which was 
broken 
in upon 
by tbo revolution of 


February, 1848. September 2Cth, of that 


year found him in the French Assembly as 
eleclcd from Taris. 
He was chosen Presi- 


dent of the French Republic Dec., 10th. 
flia term wus to expire tbe second Sunday 
in May, 1852. 
He was re-elected Presi- 


dent despite a strong opposition, and this 
gave him the lease of power which saw the 
French Empire completely re-established, 
after au interval of thirty-eight years from 
the first abdication of ffapoleou I., in 1814. 
In January, 18S3, he married Eugenie 
llarie de Guzman, Countess de Tcba, a 
Spanish lady of ancient descent, an issue of 
which union is the Prince luperial. 
Tho 


whole story cornea almost within a genera- 
tion, and particularly is the story of Louis 
Napoleon's life from Ihe date of his mar- 
riage, fresh hiatoiy. 
The principal events 


are in order as follows : Joining England he 
entered in 1854 
upon the Crimean war, 


against Russia, aud In behalf of Turkey. 


In 1859—00 the Emperor proceeded to 


Italy, at the head of his army, for the pur- 
pose of aiding Victor Emmanuel against the 
Austrian.!. 
In 18GO lie again joined wilh 


England iu compelling Ihe Chinese Govern- 
ment to abide by, and fulfil its treaty en- 
gagements. 
In 1801 he organized the ex- 


pedition against Mexico which was so fatal 
to Maximilian. 
Then follows his military 


action ii! Italy and the final withdrawal of 
troops from Rome in 1870 ; tbe weakness 
of tho Empire in the formation of a Cabinet 
under constitutional forms iu 1809 ; the 
war wilh Prussia, Napoleon's capture at 
Sedan, and another exile in England where 
the earthly "mission" has been completed,
